Tanperature  is  Slcwly  Moderating— 

Gas  Pressure  Is  Very 
Low. 


The  l):i('kb(.ni>  «>f  tlio  cold  snnp 
seems  to  \w  biokfii.  W;irmei*  -wcalli- 
€1-  is  proMii^od  t<)i>M(.i!.l;; y  iii«>lit  niid 
Tuesday.  A  continually  rising  tem- 
perature i.s  promiJied  by  the  weather 
bureau. 

As  f'old  as  it  liHs  been  Saturday. 
Sunday  and  Monday,  (lie  ihcrnionu'l*'! 
never  reached  zero.  M<mday  nnnn- 
inp  the  lowest  reported  was  4  above. 

Tho  weather  of  Sunday  and  Mon- 
day was  far  more  ajjreeable  than 
Saliird:iy.  Then'  was  hardly  auv 
wind  either  days.  The  natural  gas 
supply  was  exceedingly  low.  Many 
omplaints  were  made  of  an  inability 
t<>  heat  the  stores  and  houses.  In 
m\  iiitorvit'W  in  Le\ini:ton.  Mr.  Roes, 
of  the  p:as  eompany  gave  ou  the  fol- 
lowing statement: 

"Word  has  been  received  here  from 
the  gas  fields  that  all  six  of  the  high 
pressure  i)iinips  are  working  «*on- 
stantly  furnisliing  as  direct  to  lhi> 
«ity,  imt  the  fault  with  the  plant  is 
that  two  of  the  four  low  pressure 
pumps,  which  furnish  gas  to  the  high 
>f)ressnro  pumps  are  not  working. 

"These  have  not  iK'en  woiking  for 
some  little  time,  but  previous  to  this 
«old  wave  these  two  pumos  have  been 
sufficient  to  furnish  gas  for  the  eit^s 
consumption.  When  the  cohl  snap 
•came  ,the  demand  on  the  mains  was 
Bkore  than  the  two  lov/  pressure 
pomps  could  pMlKibiy  furnish  and 
■consequently  the  snpnly  was  «oon  ex- 
hauste<l. 

Expert  Now  on  the  Ground. 

"There  is  an  expert  now  on  the 
,^[tii^d  at  the  pumping  station  and  he 
is  doing  crerything  that  he  can  to  get 
the  two  low  pressure  ]>nmps  that  are 
not  now  working,  back  into  service  as 
soon  as  possible.  If  the  present  cold 
weather  lasts,  we  will  be  able  to  han- 
<llfe  the  situation  within  a  few  days 
and  if  it  does  not,  we  will  be  all  right 
unyliow.  Thei-e  will  be  no  ditfioulty 
■experienced  after  this  week,  as  1 
think  that  this  will  be  sufficient  time 
to  get  these  two  pomps  in  working 
order."

"Commission  sim  e  Fiid;iy.  Mueh  com- 
plaint has  been  made  as  it  is  felt 
tiiat  the  tracks  could  eafdly  have 
been  cleared  before 'this.

Wholesale  Vacdnatlan  WIH  Be 
ivtaken— Not  to  Be 
Compuleory. 


Washington,  Feb.  1. — Immunizati^m 
against  typhoid  in  army  camps  by 
vaccination  Is  to  be  undertaken  bf> 
the  military  authorities.    The  whola 

matter  is  to  be  frankly  put  before  tho 
army,  apd  individuals  are  to  be  iB' 
vlted  to  volunteer  for  vacclnatloa. 

Xo  soldier  or  ofhcerwill  be  compelled 
to  subi'^it  to  anti-typhoid  vaccination 
against  l;i';  will,  but  an  effort  will  b« 
made  by  lectures  and  examples  ta 
chow  the  soldiers  the  advantage  of 
availing  themselves  of  such  a  simple 
and  easy  wa^-  of  escaping  one  of  the 
worst  and  most  dreaded  9!  army 
camp  diseases. 

These  measures  are  to  be  taken  a» 
a  result  of  the  recommendations  off 
the  board  of  eminont  pbTsiciaas  a»> 
p<Hnted  to  coasider  measures  for  pre- 
venting typhoid  fever  in  army  camps. 
It  was  nair^d  at  the  instance  of  Brig- 
adier General  Iiob<M-t  M.  O'Reilly, 
then  snr^reon  general  of  the  army, 
and  in'  inded  in  lis  nicaibership  wera 
I  rs.  Victor  C.  Vaughan  of  -\nn  Arbor, 
William  T.  Councilman  of  Hoston, 
John  H.  M'laser  of  Philadelphia,  Alex- 
ander I.an'ber  of  New  York.  Simon 
Flexner  of  New  York  and  William  S. 
Thayer  (rf  Balttmore. 

A  summary  of  the  board's  concI»' 
sions  was  made  public.  This  points 
out  the  well  known  fact  that  botk 
during  the  civil  and  the  Spanish- 
American  wars  typlMrfd  fever  prevail- 
ed to  a  great  extent  among  the 
troops,  especially  among  the  younger 
men  in  re.sinit  nts  recently  recruited. 
Old  soldiers  were  not  often  affected, 
and  as  re^^iments  learned  how  to  take 
care  of  themselves  the  disease  teaA- 
ed  to  diminish. 

It  hiis  long  been  recognized,  says 
the  report,  that  a  person  who  haa 
onde  ^ad  typhoid  Is  practically  in- 
sured agidnst  a.aeeond  attack,  aa4 
the  medical  iih^e^Blnn  .has  now  fotnMl 
in  anti-typhoid  vaccination  a  simpto 
and  hannlen  way  iunkndany  Ib^ 
duciag  almost  the  same  amovnt  «rf 
protection.  It  la  a  very  sllnplo,  deaa 
and  harmless  method,  and  *a  mere 
trifle  compared  to  the  danger  to  life 
rr  the  long  illness  and  expense  of  an 
attack  of  the  fever.  In  the  last  few 
years  15,000  men  have  been  treated 
in  this  way  with  excellent  effect,  and 
without  a  single  untoward  resuit.

Feb.  1.—  RepresSBta- 
tive  Langley  of  Kentucky  today  intro- 
duced the  interstate  liquor  shipment 
bill  prepared  by  the  .\nti-Saloon 
League  of  America  to  obviate  the  ob- 
jection of  unconstitutionality  nrgeA 
against  the  Littlefleld  bill. 

The  objection  to  the  Littlefleld  bill 
was  that  it  made  interstate  shipments 
of  liquor  sabject  to  state  laws  lnuBe> 
diately  upon  crossing  the  boandarr* 
which  was  claimed  by  Its  opponents 
to  be  an  attempted  delegatIOB'<^  con- 
gressional power,  and  therefore  un- 
constitutional. 

The  new  measure  provides  for  di- 
rect-exercise  of  congressional  power 
by  itself  prohibiting  the  shipment  or 
transportation  of  liquor  to  any  state, 
territory  or  district  of  the  Unitetf 
States,  er  part  of  the  same,  where 
such  shipmeilt  could  not  legally  be 
made  within  the  same.  It  is  designed 
to  protect  both  prohibition  states  and 
dry  territory   wtthtai  local  (^tkMa

This  table 
can  be  used  to  lay  the  goods  on  while 
cutting  ont*  garments,  apd  it  will  be 
found  a  great  beip  when  tt  .comes  to 
basting  seams  and  betes  of  skirts  and 
other  garments. 

Tbe  sewing  room  should  be  furnish- 
ed with  a  low  chatr  for  use  when  at 
the  sewing  machine,  as  a  high  chair  Is 
most  uncomfortable,  making  one  lean 
over  and  rtraln  the  back.

THE  HAUGHTY  TURK.^ 


.HigVi  Handed  Diplomatic  Methods  of 
the  Seventeenth  Century. 

Indignities  to  which  foreijjn  envoys 
were  formerly  subjected  in  China  were 
mild  in  comparison  with  those  occa- 
siofiaUy  meted  oat  to  them  in  Ck>nstan- 
tioople.  M.  Jnlian  Klacslcs  in  his 
•  ''Btnde  de  I>iplomatie  Gontemporaine" 
relates  that  in  1G78  the  grand  vizier, 
baring  intercepted  some  French  dis- 
^'-''^iatches,  tried  to  force  Del  la  Haye. 
first  sofretary  to  tlie  Krciifh  embassy 
and  son  o'  the  aiui  assndor.  to  pive 
him  the  cipher  of  the  L'liibass.v.  The 
young:  diplomat  iiuiienamly  refusjed 
aad  was  iu  couseqUvTce  bastinadoed, 
struck  in  tbe  face  with  such  force  that 
his  teeth  were  broken,  and  he  was 
thrown  into  prison.  No  attempt  was 
made  by  Louis  XIV.  to  obtain  redress 
for  the  wrongs  inflicted  on  his  repre- 
«eotatirc. 

Until  the  b^rlnning  ef  tlie  eighteenth 
century  Christian  envoys  to  the  fKirte 
were  forblt'ien  to  visit  ojie  another  or 
even  to  confer  with  one  another  on 
neutral  ground.  They  were  not  al- 
lowe<l  to  drive  in  public  with  their 
wives,  and  at  one  time  it  was  i)ro- 
posed  lo  prevent  tl;em  from  inii>ortin:4 
wine  for  their  own  eonsumi>tiun.  A 
compromise  was  effected  on  this  point, 

J the  understanding  that  tbe  nccurs- 
liquor  was  to  \)e  conveyed  from  tlie 
rbof  to  the  eduMUMles  at  inli^t  and 
 great  secrecy. 


The  Order  of  the  Seraphim. 
The  Order  of  the  Seraphim  is  the 
oldest  and  most  famous  of  the  decora- 
tions in  the  jrift  of  the  klnp  of  Sweden. 
Originally  it  was  instituted  by  Mapnus 
IV.,  some  600  years  ago,  to  commemo- 
rate the  siege  of  Upsala,  the  ancient 
capital  of  the  Swedish  kings,  and*)ts 
statutes  bound  the  recipients  of  the 
order  to  fight  to  the  death  tor  thB  main- 
tenance of  th^  religi<m  and  to  coosti- 
tute  tiieBselTes  the  q^ial  preteetors 
ct  the  widow  had  the  fMboiess. 
Wben  it  was'revived  about  tbe  middle 
<^  the  eighteenth  century  by  King 
Frederick  the  pbllgations  laid  upon  tbe 
members  were  somewhat  less  onerous. 
The  decoration  consists  of  an  eicht 
pointed  star  in  white  enamel  with  cher- 
ubs' heads  of  gold  and  is  worn  on  a 
broad  band  of  pale  blue  ribbon.— Bos- 
ttn  Ttamscriiit.

TLIE  very  phase  of  Abraham 
Liucolu  that  was  greatest, 
that  determined  all  the  rest, 
is  the  phase  concerning  which 
little  is  said.  Even  those  nearest  hiin 
failed  to  see  Lis  mighty  soul,  his  su- 
premo Rt)iritnal  quality.  By  glimpses 
some  of  bi^  pirti'  ular  friends  beheld 
this  great  luminous  side  of  his  natuA». 
but  for  the  most  part  those  who  look- 
ed on  him  bad  eyes  and  saw  not  They 
were  not  acqnainted  with  the  royal 
race  of  great  sools,  hence  did  not 
know  the  earmariu.  They  were  look- 
ing for  form,  not  snbstance.  They 
sooght  a  sign,  and  no  sign  was  given 
them.  Ootwardly  Lincoln  was  an  un- 
believer in  certain  forms  and  shells  of 
religion,  and,  if  those  who  knew  him 
most  iutiinatoly  are  to  be  credited,  he 
remained  so  to  the  end  of  his  life.  But 
it  was  only  the  socmings.  the  rniin- 
made  interpretations,  the  empty  letter, 
that  did  not  appeal  to  him.  No  man 
had  more  of  the  substance:  none  felt 
a  greater  faith  in  divine  righteousness, 
justice,  troth,  mercy  and  gnidance.  | 
There  werc^  times  when  ail  who  saw  i 
Lincoln  felt  that  he  was  like  one  of 
the  old  prophets -that  be  was  nileil  by 
sudden  and  overwhelming  ins[)iration 
Ills  fare  at  such  mouieiits  seemed 
transfigured  until  its  bonie'.y  fentures 
grew  l)e;uitifnl.  being  sufTns^d  with  a 
great  inv.ard  light.  The  testimony  o( 
these  witnesses  is  ample  and  authen 
ticated,  but  we  do  not  need  IL.  We  cau  , 
find  the^^i^e  spiritual  qoality  ofj 
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has  been  present  ontil  this  boor.  What 

is  needed  is  that  the  eyes  of  men  shall 
be  focused  on  this  aspect  of  the  eman- 
cipator rather  than  on  the  mask  of  his 
personality.  The  mask  was  ephemeral 
and  has  passed.  The  Inuermust  truth 
of  him,  tbe  white  soul,  the  thing  that 
made  him  Lincoln,  that  made  US  love 
him,  abides  and  will  abide,  pleading 
for  men  to^  know  and  interpret  it 

William  H.  Hemdon,  Hr.  Lincoln's 
law  partner  and  biographer,  said  there 
were  times  when  the  fotore  president's 
soul  **seemed  fresh  from  God."  Can 
yoo  pictore  those  times,  the  forgetful- 
ness  of  self,  the  lire  of  a  great  princi- 
ple, the  love  of  huuianity,  the  determi- 
nati<m  to  make  the  world  better  which 
was  I.incolji's  life  passion,  all  these  ex- 
j)ressed  in  his  face  with  an  ineffable 
pomethiug  greater  than  ail  of  them?  I 
want  the  world  to  see  this  man's  soul. 
It  Is  for  this  I  am  writing  these 
sketches.  I  know  I  cannot  do  him  jus- 
tice, but  if  I  can  give  some  glimpse  of 
that  tall,  white,  loving,  vaigbty  being 
that  was  the  real  Lincoln  I  shall  have 
rendered  a'  service  not  so  moch  to  bim 
as  to  mankind. 

One  of  Lincoln's  chief  characteristics 
was  tenacity  of  print  iple.  When  bo 
iiiiw  a  thing  was  right  he  never  gave 
it  up.  He  would  sacritieo  his  ow. 
prospects  to  make  the  people  see. that 
truth.  Stephen  A.  Douglas,  his  life 
long  antageni.st,  was  of  a  difTere!i' 
make.  Douglas  was  one  of  the  ublew 
politicians  in  American  history,  br. 


whi<jh  they  speak  shining  tlumigh  bis 
words  and  deeds.  Who  can  read  the 
second  inaugural  address  and  doobt  as 

to  the  manner  of  man  that  uttered  it? 
Who  can  observe  Lincoln's  faith  In 
God  nnd  the  common  people,  his  ferrlty 
to  truth  and  justice,  his  unseltishuess. 
his  charity,  his  rectitude  in  the  un 
tried  ways  through  which  he  had  to 
walk  and  not  feel  his  nearness  to  the 
Eternal?  If  the  formal  in  religion  did 
not  appeal  to  him,  neither  did  the 
formal  in  law  nor  in  politics.  He  was 
otterly  laerciless  in  exposing  shams. 
He  was  Impatient  with  technicalities 
and  w«it  straight  to  the  heart  of  a 
question.  He  was  int^ectoally  hon- 
est, which,  after  all,  is  neemnry  to 
any  real  q;>iritoal  advancement 

Most  aothors  who  write  of  Lincoln 
seem  to  think  It  necessary  to  apolo- 
gize for  bis  religious  attitude.  How 
blind!  Can  they  not  see  that  the  mar- 
tyr president  was  not  one  who  In- 
dulged in  lip  service,  who  cried,  "Lord. 
Lord?"  Rather  was  he  one  who  obeyed 
the  commandments  of  loving  his  God 
and  his  neighbor.  He  was  frank  and 
candid  enough  not  to  pretend  to  be- 
lieve what  he  did  not  onderstand.  hot 
as  to  the  reality  of  his  faith  in  divine 
sobstances  rather  than  forms  his  whole 
life  bore  witness. 

The  world  will  never  truly  see  Abra- 
ham Lincoln  nntll  it  beholds  this  soul 
side  of  him.  So  long  as  it  looks  only 
at  the  husk  of  the  man  so  long  it  will 
fail  to  understand  him.  The  Instinct 
of  the  common  people  found  him  out 
and  knew  him  in  his  own  day.  His 
assassination  seemed  suddenly  to  lift 
a  veil  from  the  eyes  of  the  world,  and 
for  a  few  days  men  caught  a  vision  of 
the  mighty  sonl  that  had  sojourned  In 
thejr  midst  and  led  them  throogh  a 
great  criris.  With  a  few  that  Tlslon 
lemaiBea^  With  all  some  Uat^  It 


be  was  shifty;  he  was  ^ot  always  re 
gardfal  of  the  troth,  and  be  would 
sacrifice  prineiple  for  tdf.  Tlw  moral 
aspect  did  not  anieal  to  Doogias  as  it 
did  to  Lincoln. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  great  de 
bate  in  1858  Lincoln  feelingly  referred 
to  the  fact  that  his  own  life  had  been 
a  failure  widle  that  of  Douglas  had 
been  a  conspicuous  success.  In  other 
words,  up  to  this  time  the  man  who 
loved  self  more  than  principle  had 
won.  while  the  man  who  loved  prin- 
ciple more  than  self  had  lost 

How  was  it  in  the  end?  Lincoln 
was  the  universally  acknowledged  suc- 
cess, while  Doogias  was  the  failure 
Where  in  all  biography  le  there  aoght 
more  inq>iring?  In  the  short  ran  the 
self  seeker  wins  over  tiie  troth* seeker, 
but  In  the  long  ron  the  troth  seeker 
Is  loved  of  all  men,  while  the  self 
seeker  becomes  in  object  -of  oaiversal 
contempt. 

These  things  do  not  happen  by  acci- 
dent. As  a  man  is  so  will  he  manifest 
himself  to  be.  Fifty  years  of  hard 
ship,  poverty,  sorrow,  failure  and  neg- 
lect could  not  shake  Abraham  Lin- 
coln from  bis  principles.  There  was  a 
crisis  coming  that  needed  a  man  who 
had  stood  the  test,  who'Imd  followed 
the  hifi^est  he  saw  and  had  not  falter- 
ed. He  did  not  know-  that  such  a 
crisis  was  coming,  or  1^  he  dimly  felt 
It  impending  did  not  know  that  he 
would  be  asked  to  lead.  He  was  work^ 
Ing  for  no  reward  of  that  or  any  other 
sort.  The  great  soul  of  him  would 
not  let  him  go  wrong.  And  when  the 
hour  came  the  Instinct  of  the  people 
unerringly  found  him  who  had  faced 
the  hidden  trial.  It  was  l^nt  one  more 
case  of  him  that  sceth  laiHcret  re- 
warding c^nly. 

It  is  said  that  Lincoln,  did  not  be- 
■eve  ia^fae  divinity  of  OMrt  This 


teems  well  anttentieated  aqd  Is  doobt- 
less  correct  Bran  so,  I  now  of  no 
man  in  oor  time  or  in  any  time,  for 
the  matter  of  that,  who  patterned  his 
life  more  fully  on  that  of  the  Man  of 
Sorrows.  Both  were  born  poor,  one 
in  a  stable  and  the  other  in  a  cabin 
not  so  good  as  most  stablfs.  One  was 
the  Saviour  of  mankind  aud  the  other 
the  savior  of  his  country.  Both  taught 
love  and  mercy,  both  cluag  to  truth, 
both  regarded  tbe  sobstauce  more  than 
the  form,  and  both  wm  heard  gladly 
by  the  common  pet^Me^  Both  were  de- 
noonced  by  those  in  place  and  power, 
both  were  reformers,  both*  came  to 
bring  liberty  to  the  captive,  and  both 
at  last  gave  their  lives  for  mankind 
Both  were  meek,  both  wore  sad,  both 
tauglit  In  parables,  and  both  set  their 
faces  against  the  worship  of  Mam- 
mon. Other  similarities  can  be  shown, 
but  enough  have  been  stated  to  reveal 
the  fact  th;it,  whatever  Lincoln  said  of 
theology,  he  was  a  true  follower  of  the 
Nazareue  in  life  and  deed.  Those  who 
coont  tbe  life  and  the  deed  more  tba(n 
the  #ord  will  rate  him  accordingly. 

All  of  Mr.  Lincoln's  biographers 
speak  of  certain  mystical  tendencies  in 
his  character.  These  have  doubtless 
been  magnified  beyond  tlirir  true 
worth.  For  example,  there  is  the  state- 
ment that  he  dreamed  of  a  rapidly 
moving  ship  just  before  great  events 
in  liis  life.  There  is  also  the  story  of 
his  having  seen  two  images  of  him- 
self in  a  mirror,  one  paler  than  the 
other,  from  which  occurrence  Mrs.  Lin- 
coln is  said  to  have  predicted  that  he 
woold  be  elected  twice  to  tbe  presi- 
dency and  the  last  terai^  woold  be 
short  He  is  alao^said  himself  to  have 
had  premonitions  that  he  would  be  as- 
sassinate:^. Peoplf*  have  oven  gone  to 
the  length  of  ;:l!eTi-'g  tint  President 
Lincoln  believed  In  spirit  ism  and  some- 
times consulted  a  medium.  So  f:ir  as 
I  know,  there  is  no  evidence  to  prove 
the  truth  of  this.  As  for  the  other 
phenomena  mentioned,  they  are  scarce- 
ly of  the  highest  character,  whether 
true  or  false.  The  order  of  mind  that 
looks  for  a  sl^  might  be  impressed 
by  them,  but  tbe  evidence  of  the  no- 
blest and  finest  f^iritnality  in-  Lin- 
coln's whole  -life  so  infinitely  tran- 
scends-these  psychic  signs  and  won- 
ders, even  if  they  are  worthy  of  cred- 
ence at  all,  that  they  may  as  well  be 
discarded  They  are  more  of  the  non- 
essential an.l  trivial  that  have  gath- 
ered abort  this  great  name. 

Mr.  Lincoln's  biograpliors  also  ac- 
cuse him  of  having  been  a  fatalist.  Is 
this  the  v.  hole  truth?  There  is  no  evi 
deuce  In  his  resistless  energy  In  trying 
to  move  public  opinion,  no  indication 
In  his  tenacloos  will  and  masterful 
character,  no  hint  in  his  clear  mson- 
ing  power  or  common  sense  philoso- 
phy, that  he  was  a  fstallst  in  the  ac 
cepted  s^ise  of  the  temt  Be  was  a 
thOTOogh  believer  in  canse  nnd  effect, 
bat  that  does  not  constitute  a  fatalist. 
It  still  leaves  room  for  Indlvidoal  iui- 
tlative  In  setting  up  causes. 

He  was  also  profoundly  convinced 
of  an  overruling  Providence  in  human 
affairs.  If  It  is  meant  that  he  was  a 
fatalist  in  the  sense  that  he  believed 
God  and  God's  law  governs  the  world 
the  charge  may  stand,  but  that  does 
not  Imply  fatalism  since  it  leave.>< 
wide  latitude  for  tbe  choice  of  the  in- 
dividual. In  a  large  way»  like  Napo 
leon  Bcmaparte,  ilr.  Lincoln  may  have 
felt  that  a  man  brings  bis  destiny 
with  him.  Most  great  sools  bom  into 
the  world  with  a  work  have  felt  the 
same.  But  that  by  no  means  reduces 
a  man  to  a  machine,  a  blind  puppet  of 
forces  over  which  he  has  no  control. 
The  true  man  Is  nmster  of  his  own 
world,  and  few  men  have  reveale<l 
more  of  this  mastery  over  all  given 
into  their  hands  than  Abraham  Lin 
coin.  Whatever  his  words  may  have 
said,  his  life  and  deeds  said  beyon<l 
any  question  of  doubt  that  he  wn.>* 
anything  but  a  fatalist  Those  who 
call  him  so  have  sorely  failed  to  go.  be- 
neath the  mask  of  hU  personality. 
They  belong  to  the  same  school  that 
called  him  a  materialist  becaose  he 
was  caotioos  and  carefol  and  reasoned 
his  way  slowly  and  sorely.  Tet  there 
has  been  no  nam  In  modem  times  that 
dwelt  more  In  the  moral  world  than 
Lincoln.  There  has  been  no  man  that 
had  a  profounder  faith  In  God  and  hl.« 
intervention  for  righteousness  than 
Lincoln.  No  man  had  a  firmer  belief 
In  the  final  triumph  of  the  invisil)le 
forces  of  justice  and  truth.  Do  these 
things  belong  to  the  materialist  and 
fatalist?  The  man  that  says  so  ddes 
not  know  the  meaning  of  words. 

Mr.  Uncoln  was  soch  a  many  sided 
man  that  It  woold  take  several  char- 
acters rolled  IntO;  oae  to  foralsh  his 
counterpart  He  was  a  combination 
between  a  Jewish  prophet  and  a  Ken- 
tucky frontiersman,  a  composite  pho- 
tograph of  a  piitriarch.  a  Greek  law- 
giver and  an  Illinois  horse  trader. 

Lincoln's  tenderness  for  animals  and 
many  other  points  in  his  character  sug- 
gest the  most  Christlike  monk  of  the 
middle  ages.  St  Francis  of  AssisL 
Francis  was  the  preacher  and  exempKr 
of  poverty,  the  friend  and  h^per  of 
the  onfortonate,  was  noted  for  meek- 
ness and  pati^ce  apd  gained  ondying 
fame  by  his  kindness  tl>-  animals.  Tet 
he'  was  by  nature  a  merry  hearted  boy. 
who  loved  sports  and  games.  The 
reader  will  readily  recognlae  the  like- 
ness to  Lincoln's  character.  Lincoln's 
severe  logic  also  sugge^  OU^.ct  tbe 
mediaeval  schoolmen. 

Schuyler  Colfax  stated  that  Lincoln 
had  two  raling  ideas—hatred  of  slav- 
ery and  sympatliy  with  the  lowly  and 
homble,  whom  he  desired  to  lift  op. 

Theodore  TUtoo  tersely  said  of  the 
war  president  "He  boond  the  nation 
and  nnboond  the  slave." 

Lincoln  was  a  nineteenth  century 
prophet.  He  was  probably  the  most 
spiritual  man  In  our  time.  The  tme 
vision  of  the  future  will  see  him  so. 
for  It  will  look  past  the  shams  that 
live  by  the  letter  and  bebqld  those 
God  filled  souls  tkat  are  too  great  to 
oretesd.

New  York.  Feb.  1.— The  first  of  tive 
meetings  to  be  devoted  to  the  ad- 
vancement of  the  interests  of  the 
American  merchant  marine  bo 
held  tonight  in  the  MetroiKditan  tem- 
ple, this  city,  of  which  the  Rev.  John 
Wealey  Hill  is  pastor.  The  meetings 
are  to  be  beM  nmier  the  auspices  of 
the  National  Bferchant  Marine  league. 

Letters  from  President  Roosevelt 
and  President-elect  Taft  commending 
the  purpose  of  the  meetings,  which  Is 
the  stimulation  of  public  interest  In 
the  growth  of  the  merchant  marine, 
will  be  read.  Among  the  prominent 
men  who  v/ill  take  part  in  the  confer- 
ences are  the  Hon.  James  E.  Mc- 
Cleary,  representative  from  Minne- 
soU;  John  Barrett,  director  of  the 
bureau  of  American  repttblics;  Henry 
Clews,  iLieslie  If.  Shaw.  John  J.  Mc- 
Cook  and  Myron  T.  4lerrick.  One 
purpose  of  the  conferences  is  the  ad- 
vocacy Oil  legislation  compelling  the 
carrying  of  American  mail  to  Europe 
and  elsewhere  in  American  ships. 
The  members  of  the  league  generally 
favor  the  ship  suosldy  plan.

Ken- 
tucky and  the  bordering  states  pro- 
duce annually  376,647,000  pounds  of 
tobacco,  being  more  than  one-half  of 
the  production  ot  the  United  States 
and  one^sixth  of  the  entire  world's 
production.  This  t<«acco  is  of  a  qual- 
ity peculiarly  confined,  on  account  of 
soil  and  climatic  ciwditions.  to  the 
area  named.

Says  Government  Reserves  Right  to 
Defend  In  Court  the  Reputation  of 
''a  Gentlenuin  Who  Occuplsd  the 
Position  of  Head  of  the  War  De- 
partment"— Federal  Attorney  Seeks 
Order  to  Compel  Shaw  to  Talk  Be- 
fore Grand  Jury. 

New  York,  Feb.  1.— Henry  L.  Stim- 
son.  United  States  district  attorney 
for  the  southern  district  of  New  York, 
made  public  a  letter  in  reply  to  one 
written  by  District  Attorney  Jerome 
on  the  subject  of  beginning  an  ac- 
tion for  criminal  libel  in  the  state 
courts  against  the  publishers  of  the 
New  York  Woiid  because  of  publish- 
ed charges  regarding  the  Pan;ima  ca- 
nal purchase.

Jerome  to  go  ahead,  and  assures  him 
"that  sue  haction  on  your  part  will  in 
no  wise  be  regarded  as  an  interfer- 
ence, but,  on  the  contrary,  we  shall 
regard  it  as  our  duty  to  co-operat? 
with  you  in  all  proper  and  lawful 
ways." 

Mr.  Jerome  had  asked  if  action  in

Hov/  Clay  Roadbed's  Treatment  Differs 
From  One  Composed  of  Sand. 

Pn  clay  roads  a  thin  layer  of  sand, 
gravel  or  aahea  will  prevent  the  stick- 
ing of  clay  to  the  roller  w  to  the 
wheels  of  veliicles.  Clay  soils,  as  a 
rule,  absorb  Avater  quite  f reefy  and 
soften  wheu  suturateJ.  l)Ut  ^vu;er  ci«'es 
not  pass  through  them  readily.  When 
Used  alone  elay  i.s  the  least  desirable 
of  all  road  uialerials,  but  roads  eoiu- 
posed  of  clay  may  be  created  with 
sand  or  small  gravel  from  which  a 
comparatively  hard  and  compact  mass 
Is  formed,  whioh  is  nearly  impervious 
to  water.  Material  of  this  character 
found  to  the  natural  state  commonly 
known  as  **hardpan*'  makes  when 
properly  applied  a  very  solid  and 
durable  road.  In  soils  composed  of  a 
mixture  of  gravel  and  clay  all 

that  ia  necessary  to  make  a  good  road 
is  to  crown  the  suafoce  and  keep  the 
ruts  and  holes  filled  and  the  ditches 
open  and  free. 

While  clay  alone  never  makes  a 
good  road  except  in  drjr  weather,  sand

aioue  never  uiakeb  a  ^ooil  road  except 
in  wet.  The  more  the  drainage  of  a 
Band  road  is  improved  tlie  more  de- 
plorable becomes  its  condition.  Noth- 
ing will  ruin  one  quicker  tliau  to  dig 
a  ditch  on  each  side  and  drain  all  the 
water  away.  The  best  way,  therefore, 
to  make  such  a  road  firm  ia  to  keep  it 
constantly  damp.  This  can  t>e  done  by 
planting  shade  trees  along  ita  aldea- 
to  prevent  the  evaporation  of  water 
or  by  growing  upon  the  surface  of 
such  .sand  roads  a  >  thick  turf,  prefer- 
ably Bermuda  grass.  Roads  running 
through  loose  sand  may  be  improved 
by  mixing  clay  with  the  sand  and 
sli.crhtly  crowning  the  surfaee. 

I'or  the  tciaporary  improvement  of 
earth  or  sand  roads  any  strong  fibrous 
substance,  especially  if  It  holds  mois- 
ture, such  as  refuse  of  sugar  cane  or 
sorghum  and  even  common  straw, 
flax,  swamp  grass  or  pine  needles,  will 
be  useful.  Spent  tan  bark  la  some- 
times becMclal,  ahd  wood  fiber  in  any 
Corui  is  excellent.  Enough  sand  or 
earth  abonld  be  tlirown  over  'such 
roads  to  keep  them  damp  and  provwCt 
them  from  catching  fire.  ^ 

Earth  is  composed  of  small,  irregu- 
lar fragments  whieh  tnuf  h  .  nch  other 
at  points,  leaving  mmJs  between. 
When  the  earth  is  broken  up  and  pul- 
verizoil  these  voids  are  almost  equal 
in  volume  to  the  solid  partieles,  and 
as  a  result  the  earth  will  absorb  al- 
most an  equal  volume  of  water.  In 
the  building  or  maintaining  of  earth 
roads  it  is  therefore  very  desirable 
that  these  small,  irregular  partidca  be 
presaed  and.  packed  into  aa  amall  a. 
space  as  po— llfla  tn  mdar  that  aor- 
plus  water  nny  niot  paaa  In  and  de- 
stroy the  stalrflity  of  tlte  road.  To 
this  end  rolling  ia  very  benefidaL  The 
work  of  maintaining  dirt  roads  wHl  be 
much  increased  by  lack  of  care  in 
pnipeily  roUhif  the  aarfaca.

It  never  becomes  tarnished  and  If  rub- 
bed with  a  hot,  damp  cloth  and  dried 
quicldy  it  Shines  like  new  silver.  The 
rack  to  fssUoned  so  as  to  make  It 
easy  to  jpimeb  the  dish  or  to  remove  it. 
Thk  handle  at  the  t^  to  to  use  when 
carrying  the  hot  dtoh  to  the  table. 

As  chops  should  always  be  served 
piping  hot,  this  Is  Indeed  a  solution  o^ 
the  question  of  how  to  obtain  the  best 
results. 

A  grooved  pridiron  that  is  among  the 
new  things  of  the  season  prfmilses  to 
revolutionize  the  art  of  broiling  steaks 
or  chops.
